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FOREWORD 


HE American folk paintings which are listed in the following pages, 
were collected by Mr Horace W. Davis of Pittsfield, Massachusetts, 


the results of a full-time hobby from 1934 to the year of his death in 
1942. The records and dates, and group classifications in which they are 


being sold, are taken from Mr Davis’ catalogues. 

Seventy-five items from the collection were exhibited during the summer 
of 1941 at the Berkshire Museum in Pittsfield, forming an interesting home- 
spun portrait of nineteenth century America. Mr Davis’ foreword, as it 
appeared in the exhibition catalogue, is reprinted here, by courtesy of the 
Berkshire Museum, and Mr Stuart C. Henry, the director: 

“A ‘folk painting’ is the product of one untrained in art, the effort 
of the housewife, school girl, house or sign painter or other person to 
portray or depict persons, scenes or objects of interest to them. 

“Among the chief characteristics of folk painting are meticulous 
attention to details and usually a marked deficiency in some essential 
respect such as perspective, relative proportions or accuracy in por- 
traying people and animals. While these may characterize ‘just a 
poor painting’, the folk painting possesses that one indefinable ele- 
ment, ‘the joy of creation’, which is not present in paintings ‘good or 
bad’ which were produced for profit. 

“The folk painter produced what he saw as he saw and felt it. 

In seeking to give expression to this inner urge to create, he usually 

took as subjects those things which were nearest to his heart. He used 

all media and painted on any substance at hand—hbe it canvas, paper, 

tin, glass, velvet, stone or wood. 

“Due to the fact that he was unrestrained by technical prohibi- 
tions but, on the contrary, painted from the heart rather than the 
head and hand, many of the resulting pictures disclose a naive charm 
foreign to the product of a trained artist. 

“While folk paintings are found in all periods—from the days of 
the caveman through the middle ages to the present—the present 
collection is confined almost exclusively to the nineteenth century in 
America. 

“This period covers that interesting era in our national life be- 
tween the imported European luxuries and pioneer hardships of the 


eighteenth century, and the highly industrialized and mechanized life 
of the twentieth. 

“During that nineteenth century, American life was fresh and 
picturesque. Judged by the present, opportunities for amusement 
were few and simple. Moreover, until the latter half, photography 
was unknown and only in the last decade was it popularly available. 
So that century with its increasing interests and lack of photographic 
means of recording them was a period of prolific output of the folk 
painter.” 


CONDITIONS OF SALE 


The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject to the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions: 


1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means 
the Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of de- 
scription, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3- Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids 
are to be for a single article even though more than one article is included 
under a numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any 
one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot 
irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, 
determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the 
auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to 
the Galleries immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the 
whole purchase price, or such part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall 
be immediately made by the purchaser thereof. If the foregoing condition, 
or any other applicable condition herein, is not complied with, the sale may, 
at the option of the Galleries, be cancelled, and the article, or lot, reoffered 
for sale. 


7. Unless the sale is advertised and announced as an unrestricted sale, or a 
sale without reserve, consignors reserve the right to bid. 


8. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest bidder 
upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the property is at the 
purchaser’s sole risk and responsibility. 


g. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day fol- 
lowing the sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered 
to a storehouse for the account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost. If 
the purchase price has not been so paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel 
the sale, and any partial payment already made shall thereupon be forfeited 
as liquidated damages, or it may resell the same, without notice to the buyer 
and for his account and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency. 


CONDITIONS OF SALE—concluded 


10. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered, or can- 
not be delivered in as good condition as the same may have been at the time 
of sale, the sale will be cancelled, and any amount that may have been paid 
on account of the sale will be returned to the purchaser. 


11. Unless purchased for resale, the buyer will be required to pay the Federal 
Excise Tax equivalent to 20 per centum of the price for which sold on jewelry, 
clocks, silver, gold, furs, etc. However, articles of these categories sold for 
certain classes of consignors are exempt from this tax. Items in this cata- 
logue subject to the Federal Excise Tax are designated by an asterisk (*). 


12. Unless exempt from the payment thereof, the buyer will also be required 
to pay the New York City sales tax of 1 per centum of the price for which all 
articles are sold. 


13. The Galleries, subject to these Conditions of Sale and to such terms and 
conditions as it may prescribe, but without charge for its services, will under- 
take to make bids for responsible parties approved by it. Requests for such 
bidding must be given with such clearness as to leave no room for misunder- 
standing as to the amount to be bid and must state the catalogue number of 
the item and the name or title of the article to be bid on. If bids are to be 
made on several articles listed as one item in the catalogue, the request should 
state the amount to be bid on each article, unless the item contains the nota- 
tion “Lot”, in which case the request should state the amount to be bid “For 
the Lot”. The Galleries reserves the right to decline to undertake to make 
such bids.
